REPORT, OF. THE... BOARD OF SELE@WTVEEN 


In contemplating the actions of the Board of Selectmen for the year 1963 
for the preparation of this report, your Board became increasingly aware 
that Winchester is not an island unto itself. As we joined the rest of the 
world in mourning for John Fitzgerald Kennedy, we.on behalf of the town were 
heartened by a letter of sympathy from the Mayor of Winchester, England. On 
the questionable side, our decisions are coming more and more to be dictated 
or influenced by your State and Federal Governments. 


The year of 1963 was an extremely busy one for the Board of Selectmen. 
Daily problems and administration occupied no small part of our time. 
Future needs of the town also demanded our attention. A brief summary of 
the Board's actions and recommendations in various areas are detailed below: 


Protection Departments: 


Police Department A thorough revision of Traffic Regulations was 
completed. Civil Service examinations for lieutenent and sergeant were 
conducted, 


Parking Meters The Board became concerned with the apparent de- 
crease of revenue from parking meters. On investigation it became apparent 
many meters are now over six years old, and maintenance is becoming an 
ever increasing problem. Included in this year's budget is a planned pro- 
gram for regular replacement units. 
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Fire Department As detailed in the report of the Fire Department, on 
April 17th the Town Tost Chief James E. Callahan. After a proper period of 
mourning, the Board interviewed all the officers of the Department. On 
May 20th, the Board appointed Captain I. Francis Amico Chief of the Depart- 
ment. Working closely with Chief Amico, the 48-hour week for fire fighters 
was instituted in October. 

Training programs previously conducted were intensified. A thorough 
inspection service was strengthened. Departmental regulations were re- 
vised and accepted. Hydrant testing programs were continued. 


Town Hall: 


Alterations to the central area of the basement were completed. 

The clock tower was discovered to be in a dangerous condition, and after 
considerable debate over the possibilities of saving the tower vs. tearing 
down the questionable top section, we decided, based on what seemed to us to 
be sound engineering advice, we could, for a modest sum, save the tower by 
carefully reinforcing the present structure. This we contracted to do, and 
we have inserted an article in the 1964 Warrant providing for waterproofing 
the tower bricks to finish the immediate maintenance and repair suggestions 
of our engineering advisor. 

We now believe that with prudent and not expensive maintenance, the 
tower will safely last for many more years. 

The new Honor Roll at the Town Hall was completed and dedicated on 
Veterans' Day, November 11th. 

No further alterations to the Town Hall are contemplated in 1964. 


Administration: 


Controller Perhaps the most significant act of the Board for 1963 was 
the appointing of former Town Accountant, James J. Costello, Town Con- 
troller in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 57 of the Acts of 1963. 
The Board feels strongly that as the Controller position develops, the in- 
creased financial complexities of the Town can be more effectively handled. 


Conflict of Interest Law Chapter 779 of the Acts of 1962, the much- 
publicized Conflict of Interest Law, became effective on May 1, 1963, and in 
accordance with the provisions thereof the Board classified all town employ- 
ees and boards and committee members as either ''special municipal em- 
ployees'' or ''municipal employees" as defined in the Act. 


Chapter 32-B: 


The Board renewed the contracts for the continuation of Chapter 32-B. 
With the minor additions included, the Board feels the employees of the Town 
have a very liberal, effective health and medical insurance program, 


Voting: 

After conferences with the Registrars of Voters, the School Committee 
and various party members, the Board ordered that effective at the annual 
election of 1964, voting in the Town would henceforth be conducted in the 
schools.

Precinct 2 Lincoln School 
Precinct 3 Mystic School 
Precinct 4 Vincent Owen School 
Precinct 5 Wyman School 
Precinct 6 Noonan School 
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The Board will bring the matter of leasing or procuring voting machines 
before the 1964 Town Meeting.

At the time of this report note additional vacancies: Director of Civil 
Defense and Methods and Procedures Committee. 


Permanent Building Committee: 


The Board notes with satisfaction the establishment of the Permanent 
Building Committee as voted on March 25, 1963 of the 1963 Town Meeting. 
After a year's operation, the Board has evaluated the results and operations 
of the Committee and will recommend to the 1964 meeting for reasons of 
efficiency of operations that the permanent membership be enlarged and that 
the Town Engineer, who now has a rather heavy work load be relieved as its 
S€CTetary.. 


General: 


The problem of the death of many of the Town's fine maple trees was 
thoroughly investigated. Contrary to some opinions, there is no proof that 
the extensive use of salt to remove snow and ice was the cause of tree loss. 
The Board did, however, review and modify the Snow and Ice removal policy 
by decreasing the amounts of salt used and by increasing the use of sand on 
sidewalk areas. 


The Board sincerely hopes this modified policy will tend to minimize 
whatever effects the use of salt might have upon the Town's trees. 


The Board after many meetings with the Board of Health, Attorneys from 
the Boston and Maine Railroad and the present owner, now feels the Town 
Should take the Wedgemere Railroad Station and assume the care and main- 
tenance thereof. 


In closing we direct future Board's attention to the problems of adequate 
public transportation, regional planning, improvements to the Aberjona 
River and Banks and the possible relocation of Route 3. 


As have all our recent successors, we once again would like to pay 
tribute to the various departments, boards and committees within the Town. 
Without their continued cooperation our job would have been insurmountable.

I respectfully submit the annual report of the Engineering Department 
for 1963. The activities of the department are summarized under the follow- 
ing headings: 

Board of Assessors 


Assessor's plans were revised to show annual changes in land owner- 
ship, new lots, new buildings and other information pertinent to assessments. 


The set of composite Assessor's plans was brought up to date under 
the supervision of the Engineering Department. 


One year indexing of Assessor's abstracts was completed. 


Board of Selectmen 


‘Measurements of the upper portion of the Town Hall tower were 
taken periodically for the purpose of recording any movement in the walls. 


Detail plans and sections of the tower were also prepared for use in 
the consultant's design of structural improvements. 


Board of Survey 


The following way was approved by the Planning Board, acting as a 
Board of Survey: 


Locke Street - a way from Dunster Lane extending southwesterly 
about three hundred thirty-eight (338) feet to the Arlington-Winchester Town 
‘line. 

Building Department 


Surveys for the determination of street lines were made when 
requested. 


Cemetery Department 


Plans showing lotting, restricted areas, etc., and corresponding sur- 
veys were made. 


The annual locations and plans of all interments were made for rec- 
ord purposes. 


Considerable time was spent in providing engineering services for 
construction of two roadways within the Cemetery. Bid forms were prepared 
and construction quantities estimated for the work. 


Collector of Taxes 


Description of land and other data necessary in the preparation of 
certificates of dissolvement of tax liens were furnished to the Collector of 
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Taxes, and information pertinent to lien certificates was provided as 
requested. 


Descriptions of parcels of land to be advertised for non-payment of 
taxes were prepared as requested. 
Fire Department 

A composite plan of the Town water supply and hydrant system was 
brought up to date. 
Highway Department 

The construction program for curbing and granolithic sidewalks re- 


quired considerable engineering services this year. 


_ Estimates, costs and assessments of streets, sidewalks and various 
highway projects were submitted to the Board of Selectmen. 


Lines for street markings and parking lots were furnished as 
required. 


Plans and estimates for the 1964 program are being prepared. 

Engineering services were furnished by the Department for con- 
struction of Wickham Road, Carriage Lane,. Capri Terrace, Fairlane Ter- 
race, Nassau Drive, Squire Road, Thornberry Road and Wincrest Drive. 
Construction of these streets was completed in 1963, 


Park Department 


Seasonal layouts for baseball, football, swimming, etc., were made as 
requested. 


Surveys to establish Park land boundaries were made when requested. 


Considerable time was spent in providing engineering services for a 
continuation of the construction of Shore Road Field. 


Planning Board 


Plans and profiles of the following ''ways'' were approved by the 
Planning Board under the Subdivision Control Law: 


Olive Street -- a way from the existing public portion of Olive Street 
extending northwesterly, southwesterly and northeasterly about four hundred 
twenty-seven (427) feet. 


Aristotle Drive -- a way from Johnson Road northwesterly about 
four hundred eleven (411) feet. 


Plato Terrace -- a way from Aristotle Drive easterly to Socrates 
Way about one thousand eighty-seven (1087) feet. 


Socrates Way -- a way from Johnson Road northwesterly about eight 
hundred twenty-four (824) feet. 


Considerable time was spent in examining the plans of these layouts. 
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Information related to engineering requirements under the Sub- 
division Control Law was furnished frequently to private engineers and 
developers. 


Estimates of subdivision construction costs to be used in establish- 
ing the amounts of performance bonds were prepared when requested. 
Sanitation 


Elevations were taken periodically at the incinerator and adjoining 
traveled way areas for the purpose of recording any building or soile settle- 
ment. 

School Department 


Considerable time was spent making a topographical survey and plan 
of the Noonan School lot and the Govanne land to be acquired by the School 
Department for enlargement of the Noonan School. 


Surveys to establish school land boundaries were made as requested. 


Water & Sewer Department 
Preliminary plans, layouts, grade and lines and connection records 
have been made for sewers, constructed in 1963. 


Water main locations and plans showing various installations are 
being made. 


The master sewer plan of the entire Town was brought up to date. 


Plans were prepared for the proposed elimination of sewer connec- 
tions to the Metropolitan sewer system. 
Miscellaneous 

During the year various surveys were made, and miscellaneous serv- 
ices provided for other departments and Town officers. 


Considerable time was spent in preparing plans of various proposed 
projects, for presentation at the annual Town Meeting. 


Engineering information was furnished to the general public, lawyers, 
engineers, public service companies and others, 


On October 2, 1963, Frederick A. Ewell retired as Junior Engineer 
after long and faithful service. Mr. Ewell had been employed in the depart- 
ment since 1927.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


While the Dutch Elm disease continued to be a serious problem, the 
loss of street Maples, particularly along the main streets, was of great con- 
cern to the department. 


Of seventy-eight Elms suspected, fifty-six were found to be infected 
with the Dutch Elm disease. Seven diseased Elms were public shade trees; 
three on Park property; one on Cemetery property; and forty-five on private 
property. Approximately one quarter of the total number infected have been 
removed and disposed of. The remaining diseased Elms are scheduled to be 
removed prior to April 1, 1964. 


Sixty-five public shade Maple trees have died and have been removed. 
The department has checked with the Massachusetts Shade Tree Laboratory 
Field Station several times during the year and so far there is no indication 
of a particular disease or single cause to account for the Maple loss. The 
department will continue to check on this problem. 


During the Spring of 1963, one hundred and one shade trees were 
planted. There were seventy-five sugar Maples, six Norway Maples, eight 
McGill's, eight Lindens and four Pin Oaks planted. 


Spraying service was furnished to private owners on request as usual 
by a contractor selected by the department on a low bid basis. Pelrine's 
Tree and Landscape Service was low bidder. Charges to owners in the 
amount of $2,080.80 were committed to the Town Collector. 


The department participated in the Snow and Ice program as usual.

REPORT OF WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my annual report of the Workman's Compensation 
Department for the year 1963. 


Five permanently disabled cases received weekly compensation for 
the entire year in the amount of $7,719.40. Medical Care for these cases 
amounted to $648.10. 


Nine employees received injuries which necessitated the loss of 443 
days from work. These employees received compensation in the amount of 
$4,298.39 in 1963. Medical care for this group of employees amounted to 
$2,638.18. 


Sixty-six cases reported injuries. Of these sixty-six employees, 
fifty-seven required medical care. No loss of work resulted from these ac- 
cidents. Medical care for this group of employees amounted to $1,254.98. 


One hundred and two applications for employment were processed by 
the Agent and arrangements were made for pre-employment physical examin- 
ations. Two applications were rejected as a result of these physical examina- 
tions. 


Arrangements were made with the School Department for the use of 
the Nurses room in the High School on succeeding Saturday afternoons, June 
15th and 22nd. Doctor Fontneau with the assistance of a nurse and a clerk, 
examined forty-three of these applicants at a considerable saving to the 
Town. More applicants were scheduled but for one reason or another failed 
to appear for the examination at the appointed time. 


Chapter 460 of the General Laws and effective November 1, 1963, 
increased the weekly compensation rate from $50.00 to $53.00 weekly. 


The Agent wishes to express his sincere appreciation to the School 
Department for the use of the High School; to Doctor Fontneau for his 
patience and kindness; to the Town Counsel and to all the Departments in 
Town Government who gave the Agent the fullest cooperation. 
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A brief summary of the 1963 expenditures is as follows:

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PERSONNEL 


The department at present consists of a Chief, two permanent Lieuten- 
ants, one temporary Lieutenant, three permanent Sergeants, one temporary 
Sergeant, twenty-seven permanent patrolmen, one full-time secretary and 
one part-time clerk. During the summer months we have had four special 
police officers employed to cover routes of officers on vacation and sick 
leave. 


During the past year we lost the valuable services of Officer John H. 
Boyle by death and Lieutenant Edward W. O'Connell and Officer Joseph L. 
Quigley by retirement. 


JUVENILE PROBLEM 


Officer William E. Nash still continues to perform efficient work as a 
juvenile officer. The creation of this position has resulted in a reduction 
of juvenile delinquency in our town. This is in contrast with other localities 
which have had an increase in this problem. 


SCHOOL “LRAFFRIC CONTROL 


Twenty school crossings throughout the town are covered by school 
traffic officers and regular officers. These men and women still continue to 
do an outstanding job of protecting our school children, Many words of 
praise have been received by me regarding the excellent work performed by 
the men and women. 


AUXILIARY POLICE FORCE 


This organization consists of a Chief, a Deputy Chief, a Captain, three 
Sergeants, and 24 men. During the past year two discarded police radios 
were turned over to this organization. The Chief and Deputy Chief installed 
these radios in their cars. In case of emergency these cars can be used for 
patrol work which will result in a better coverage of our town. At this time 
I would like to thank all the members of this organization for their coopera- 
tion and unselfish performance of duty whenever called upon to assist the 
regular police force on long holiday weekends, Halloween, church traffic, etc. 


MOTOR VEHICLE EQUIPMENT 


The motor vehicle equipment consists of one 1960 Chevrolet Sedan which 
is used as a spare patrol car and it is also used by the Juvenile Officer, one 
1962 Pontiac Sedan which is used by the Chief, two 1963 Ford Station Wagons 
and a Cadillac Ambulance. The Chevrolet and the two Ford Station Wagons 
have been driven over 50,000 miles and should be turned in for new cars. 


TRAFFIC AND SAFETY 


A selective traffic enforcement program has been in progress during the 
past year. This has resulted in a reduction of serious motor vehicle acci- 
dents. Safety talks have been given in the various schools by the juvenile 
officer. A survey was made at the intersection of Swanton Street, Washington 
Street and Park Avenue. As a result of this survey the State Department of 
Public Works has given permission for the town to erect traffic control 
lights at these locations. A study of all traffic regulations is being made at 
present for the purpose of revising these laws and bringing them up to date. 
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TELETYPE AND SIGNAL SYSTEMS 


The transmitter unit in the police station is in good working order and 
should last for several years. The radios in the two ranch wagons were 
given to the Auxiliary Police and were replaced with transistorized units 
during the past year. 


We have twenty telephone boxes throughout the town, These boxes are 
used by all officers to make their periodic duty calls and to keep in contact 
with the station. 


POLICE STATION 


Because of the increase in police work and the necessity of keeping 
proper files the room used by the secretary is inadequate. 


‘I recommend that alterations be made as suggested by Mr. Rand, the 
town architect. Mr. Rand suggests that the present hallway which is adjacent 
to the secretary's office and the Chief's office be eliminated by removing the 
present walls. If this is done it will result in acquiring the needed space. 


SERVICE 


I wish to take this opportunity to extend my sincere thanks to the honor- 
able Board of Selectmen for its interest, cooperation and assistance in all 
matters pertaining to the police department, and to the members of the 
finance committee for their patience in resolving our financial problems. I 
would like to thank all the departments of the town government who are 
always ready to give assistance in any problem which may arise. 


Also, I want to thank the personnel of the Woburn District Court for the 
cooperation and assistance given to me and my officers during the past year. 


In conclusion my personal thanks to the Lieutenants, Sergeants, all the 
members of the police department including the secretary for the efficient 
and courteous manner in which they have performed their duties.

The following report of the Winchester Fire Department for the year of 
1953 is respectfully submitted. 


On April 17, 1963, the Town of Winchester was deeply saddened over the 
sudden death of the Chief of tne Fire Department, Chief James E. Callahan, 
Chief Callahan had been a member of the Winchester Fire Department for 
39 years, serving his last 17 years as its Chief. He was extremely active in 
various Fire Department Organizations, He was a member of the Massacnu- 
setts Fire Chiefs' Association, serving as its President during the years of 
1955-56. He was also a member of the International Fire Chiefs' Associa- 
tion, whereupon, at the time of his death, he was Ist Vice-President of the 
New England Division. Winchester lost one of its most conscientious and 
dedicated servants. 


During the year the Department responded to 689 Still Alarms; 118 Box 
Alarms; 16 False Alarms; 60 Mutual Aid Alarms for a total of 883. 50 calls 
for the Rescue Truck emergencies and resuscitator calls. Assisted the 
Police Department on 20 ambulance calls. Received 15 Mutual Aid assists. 


The apparatus has travelled 19,520 miles and pumped 399 hours. Used 
40,150 of 2-1/2'' hose; 17,550 feet of 1-1/2'' hose; 121,000 feet of booster 
hose and raised 2554 feet of ladders. 208 soda and acid extinguishers and 12 
Foamite extinguishers were filled for other Town Departments and residents 
of the Town. The Department responded to 2 multiple alarms during the 
year. 


112 Inspections were made of Oil Burner equipment and permits issued 
for a total of 38,145 gallons of fuel oil storage; 15 Permits for storage of 
other flamable liquids; 8 permits for storage of compressed gas and 16 per- 
mits for blasting operations. 


Most of our motor equipment is in good running condition. Engine #2 is 
28 years old. It is becoming increasingly difficult to procure parts. It can- 
not be used at draft and should be replaced in the near future. The Fire 
Alarm Truck has got to the point where it has to be replaced. 


The Fire Alarm circuits have been tested every month; 16,500 feet of 
wire has been strung; 13,750 feet of it replaced old wire and 2,750 feet for 
new installations. One new Fire Alarm box was added, #511. 


Mutual Aid relations with the Town of Stoneham and the City of Medford 
will have to be deferred until such time as the Fire Study Committee reports 
are presented and action taken. 


The exterior of the building is in good condition, The interior of the 
building's first floor will have to be painted this year. Our Watch Desk area 
is becoming aproblem. This is also being studied by the Fire Study Committee. 
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Captain Michael M. Connolly was appointed Fire Prevention Officer. In- 
service fire inspecting program was started in September, conducted by duty 
personnel using radio equippedfire apparatus. All business establishments, 
stores, banks, service stations, garages, schools, Churches, apartment 
houses and Public buildings were inspected. A total of 208 In-Service in- 
spections were made, taking 1800 man hours of duty time. All defects or 
hazards found were followed up with appropriate action against persons re- 
sponsible, The Department has conducted 4 Fire Drills in all the schools. 
The Winchester Hospital and Home for the Aged has been inspected 4 times. 
Fire Prevention talks were made to all students during Fire Prevention 
Week and apparatus demonstrated for elementary schools. A Fire Preven- 
tion window display was set up in a store window in the Center to focus at- 
tention on Fire Prevention. By our continuing Fire Prevention program, we 
hope to eliminate all fire hazards and loss of life, and be able to keep our 
property losses down to a minimum, 


Captain Peter L. Galuffo has been appointed Drill Master for the 
Permanent and Auxiliary Fire Departments. He directs our training and 
drilling in basic procedures at fires, including engine and ladder company ' 
operations, special equipment, techniques, first-aid and rescue operations. 
Next year we intend to add the ''Handling of Radioactive materials" to our 
program. This comprehensive training enables our men to carry out their 
duties more efficiently. Total time spent on training for the year for 
Permanent Department was 294 hours and 41-1/4 hours for the Auxiliary 
Department. 


Members of the Department in conjunction with a man from the Water 
Department have tested all hydrants. Those found to be defective were 
corrected by the Water Department. 


With the addition of 5 temporary men plus the appointment of one addi- 
tional permanent man on October 6th, the Department started to work the 
48-hour work week. This schedule of shorter hours has increased the 
morale of the men. 


On October 21st, the Rules and Regulations for the government of the 
Fire Department which were adopted February 26, 1945, were repealed and 
the new Rules and Regulations were adopted. 


The manual force consists of 43 Permanent men and 6 Callmen, The 
Permanent force consists of the Chief, 2 Captains, 1 Acting Captain, 3 Lieu- 
tenants, 1 Acting Lieutenant, 1 Mechanic, 2 Fire Alarm Men, 1 Clerk and 

31 Fire Fighters. 


With the increased building going on, I recommend that the West Side 
Fire Station be built as soon as possible. 


In concluding this report I wish to express my appreciation to the 
business men and residents of the Town for their cooperation in our Fire 
Prevention program, to the Permanent Fire Fighters, Officers and Callmen, 
to the Auxiliary Chief, Bruce Hamilton, and his men, who have given many 
hours to the Fire Service; to Sherman Russell and Theodore Boecker of the 
Civilian Defense; to our Chaplains Reverend Francis X. Turke and Reverend 
H. Newton Clay and to all Town Departments.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the following annual report of Highway Department 
activities: 


NEW CONSTRUCTION 


Streets: 
No streets were accepted as public ways this past year. 


However, Wickham Road, accepted in 1962, was completed including a 
bituminous concrete wearing course, and construction of streets in the 
Winchester Estates, accepted in 1961, was completed. 


The Lake Street widening started during the fall of 1962 was completed 
from Linden Street to Middlesex Street. 


Under the Chapter 90 program, Ridge Street was reconstructed from the 
end of 1962 project to Johnson Road by S. Rotondi & Sons, Inc. 


Bids for reconstruction of another section of Ridge Street from Johnson 
Road to Wincrest Drive will be taken by the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works early in 1964. 


Surface Drainage: 


Six hundred and ten feet of coated corrugated iron pipe and four man- 
holes and catch basins were installed across Shore Road Field to provide 
drainage at the intersection of Shore Road and Holland Street. 


Eighty-six feet of concrete pipe and one catch basin were installed at 
the Mystic School. 


Six hundred thirty-two feet of concrete pipe and five manholes were 
built as part of the High Street outfall drainage system. 


One hundred ninety-one feet of concrete pipe and five manholes and 
catch basins were built from Middlesex Street into Wildwood Cemetery to 
provide drainage for new streets being constructed in the Cemetery. 


Two catch basins were installed at the end of Lochwan Street and one 
hundred eighty-nine feet of concrete pipe and two manholes were constructed 
to relieve flooding conditions. 


In connection with the completion of Wickham Road, two catch basins- 
were built. 


Twelve hundred and twenty feet of concrete pipe and sixteen manholes 
and catch basins were installed as part of the Chapter 90 construction. 


Sidewalk and Curb: 


Eight hundred seventy square yards of concrete sidewalk, forty-nine 
hundred forty-six feet of granite curb, one hundred seventy-two feet of con- 
crete curb, and one thousand ninety-three feet of paving stone curbing were 
installed during the year. 
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Bituminous concrete sidewalks were constructed by Warren Brothers 
Roads Company, along Ridge Street, High Street, Glen Road, Lake Street and 
Parker Road. 
special. Project: 


Shore Road Field started in 1962 for the Park Department was continued. 
Preloading of the entire field was completed and loam was spread over ninety 
per cent of the field. 


MAINTENANCE 


Streets: 


During the fall, Fairfield Place, High Street, Lake Street, Linden Street 
and Symmes Road were resurfaced with bituminous concrete by Warren 
Brothers Roads Company. 


Considerable extra patching was required in the Spring because of ex- 
cessive winter damage to pavements. 
Sidewalks: 


Approximately twenty-eight hundred square yards of concrete sidewalk 
were repaired during the year. A portion of the work was accomplished by 
contract. 

Street Signs and Marking: 


One hundred twenty-nine traffic and street signs were erected during the 
year. 


Approximately thirty-one miles of traffic and parking lines were painted 
on public streets and parking areas. 


Parking meter posts were repaired as required. 


NEW EQUIPMENT 
Two new four-ton dump trucks were purchased to replace a 1953 and a 
1954 unit. 


A new two-ton dump truck replaced a 1957 truck, and a new station 
wagon used by the Engineering Department was purchased to replace a 1956 
model. 


A new half-ton pickup truck was purchased to replace a 1958 unit. 


SANITATION 


A contract for town collected and delivered garbage was awarded to 
Andersen Brothers of Wilmington for $2,500.00 for the period August 1, 1963 
to July 31, 1964. 


Collections were made every fourth working day at dwellings, and daily 
from stores, restaurants, high schools and hospital. 


A new garbage truck chassis was purchased to replace a 1957 model. 


The municipal incinerator continued to effectively dispose of the town's 
trash, but increased tonnage required periods of overtime burning. 
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SNOW & ICE 


Eight storms required plowing and removal, and twenty-three storms 
involved salting operations, including three ice storms. 


Approximate expenditures for Snow and Ice for 1963 were as follows:

Maintenance of Equipment 29,580.27 
Plowing of Streets and Sidewalks 19,094.01 
Removal of Snow 19,547.90 
Salting 78,339.82

Much time is spent in preparation of town meeting articles and the vari- 
ous votes that are required. Many conferences are held with town officers 
and employees and meetings attended of the various boards and committees. 
Advice is given and opinions rendered on many matters. When necessary 
legal cases are tried. Time is spent at the Registry of Deeds in examination 
of titles, checking records, recording sidewalk orders, sewer orders, street 
layouts, betterment assessments, easements and deeds. Many special ease- 
ments, agreements, bonds, releases and contracts are prepared or examined. 


Legal suits that are now pending in the courts in which the town is in-

I herewith submit my report as Dog Officer for the year of 1963. The 
Dog Officer program consists of the following: 


1. A constant check on unlicensed dogs and ordering owners to license 
them at once. 

2. Pick up and confinement of stray dogs and turn such dogs over to 
Harvard Medical School if the owner cannot be found within ten days. : 

3. Keep records in regard to Dog Bites, Dog Complaints, and operation 
of the Dog Pound which is located in Woburn. 

4,. A daily check is made with the Police Department Dog Book. 

5. Handle all complaints in regard to Dogs. 


Following is a tally for the first eleven months of 1963: 


Received 154 complaints that required investigation. 

Picked up 84 stray dogs, most were returned to owners. 

Received over 200 lost dog reports. 

Traveled 1,105 miles, not including short trips to P.D., Town Hall, 
etc, 

Numerous phone calls, motor trips, and written notices were made 
to owners of unlicensed dogs. 

I attended a nine-week course 'Dog Officer Law and Enforcement’ 
held at Burlington by the Massachusetts Department of Educa- 
tion. 

Dog Bites reported to the Board of Health numbered 104 as com- 
pared to 60 during 1962. 

During 1963 the licensed dog population rose to over 1,500. 


I take this opportunity to thank the Police Department, Town Clerk's 
Office, Board of Health, and the Winchester Aux. M.S.P.C.A. for their help 
and cooperation during the past year.

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REPORT. “OF ‘THE BOARD OF PARK  COMMI3s ea 


The Park Department's responsibilities cover the care and maintenance 
of all the Town's parks, playgrounds, athletic fields, center plots and water- 
ways as well as the grounds of all the schools. 


A continued improvement has been made on the Winchester Common, 
with additional planting of shrubs and flowering trees donated by numerous 
individuals and organizations. Installation of an automatic underground irri- 
gation system has been completed and is working efficiently. 


The summer playground program, including adult softball, under the 
capable supervision of Frank Provinzano, was a continued success with sub- 
stantial attendance at the beach areas and playgrounds. The Arts and Crafts 
program conducted by Miss Jane M. Magee, and the basketball program con- 
ducted by James Phillips were also very successful. 


Projects Completed: 


1. Clearing of the land purchased by the town known as the Dennett Road 
Playground has been completed. 


2. Leonard Pool has been dredged by the Crane Service Company under 
the direction of the Park Department. 


3. Following the dredging of Leonard Pool a permanent concrete plat- 
form for the diving board was poured to replace the wooden platform 
which had required continuous repair. 


In addition to the foregoing completed projects, the Park Department 
recommends for the approval by the Town the following projects to be com- 
pleted during 1964. 


1. Repair and cleaning of artesian wells at Leonard Pool. 


2. Extend retaining wall on island side of Leonard Pool to prevent 
erosion of the banks at this section. 


3. Install an eight foot fence (chain link) at Palmer Beach in order to 
restrict the beach to Winchester residents. 


4, Continued dredging of the Aberjona River from Skillings Road by- 
pass to a point in the river opposite Winter Street. This will com- 
plete the Town's dredging operation of this area. 


5. Resurface all the tennis courts at Packer Courts on Palmer Street. 


The complement of the Park Department during the winter months is 
eleven men. During this period they maintain and repair equipment, field 
houses, bleachers, etc. In the stormy weather, four trucks, two tractors and 
eight men are loanedtothe Highway Department for theSnow and Ice program. 


The Park Department wishes to express its appreciation to the various 
Boards, Committees and the Town Departments for the cooperation and help 
extended them during the past year in the borrowing of equipment and man- 
power as this has been a great saving to the Town.

REPORT..OF. THE -LRUSTEES 


The Townspeople are well aware of the importance to the community of 
an efficient, effective and attractive Public Library. The principal concerns 
of the Trustees are in the books and other materials which must be available 
to the library users, a first-rate library staff which will effectively choose, 
care for and encourage the use of the library collection, and the building in 
which the collection is housed. To aim always for exce lence in collection, 
staff and plant has been the goal. The Town prides itself in the high stand- 
ards achieved over the years in its support of the Public Library. 


Unless town awareness and support of excellence continues, the value of 
the Public Library to the people of Winchester will gradually but certainly 
decrease. It is essential that our collection maintain the scope and quality 
necessary to satisfy the needs of those who use the facilities of the Library. 
Suggestions and comments from the Townspeople are welcome and of great 
help in keeping the Library staff informed about the changing interests and 
needs of the Library users and of those people who do not use the Library 
because its facilities do not meet their requirements. 


We consider it basic to the administration of a sound municipal library 
facility that your Library be administered by an able and trained professional 
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staff. To maintain and to retain such a staff it is important that the profes- 
sional salary schedule be reasonably competetive. With the increasing de- 
mand for personnel in more and larger libraries in our own State and 
throughout the Country and the relatively limited supply of competent and 
trained professionals and new graduates of Library Schools, there has been 
a general increase in Library compensation schedules. In filling vacancies 
in our own staff caused by resignations this past year, your Library Trus- 
tees experienced directly problems with our existing salary schedule. We 
have submitted to the Personnel Board a proposed professional schedule for 
review and we will submit to this year's Annual Town Meeting a personal 
service budget reflecting our best judgment on a sound Library salary 
schedule. 


The Winchester Library Building has been in use now for thirty-one 
years with only minor changes since 1932. Certain alterations were made in 
1958- 1959 with the funds appropriated at the 1958 Town Meeting. By re- 
arranging at that time the Reading Rooms, the Children's Room and the cir- 
culation and reference areas the building has been put to maximum use. In 
the past three or four years the Board of Trustees and the entire profes- 
sional staff have been gravely troubled by the increasing space restrictions 
imposed by the present building. It is our opinion that the building is now 
inadequate. The Children's Room, the young adult study area, the reading 
rooms, the work areas where books are processed, and the space for stacks, 
shelves and books are not large enough to meet our present space require- 
ments. Because of the greatly larger town population and the considerably 
more sophisticated and extensive needs of the adults and students of the town 
we feel a realistic and moderate expansion of the physical plant now in order. 


Accordingly we shall sponsor a Special Article in the Warrant this year 
for funds to obtain a study, plans, specifications and estimates for a building 
addition and such additional equipment as may be necessary. If the Annual 
Town Meeting votes favorably on the special article, the Board of Trustees 
plans to request that a Special Town Meeting be called before the next 
Annual Town Meeting at which the town may act on the Library building 
addition. 


Once again your Trustees wish to acknowledge and commend the 
dedicated services of the entire Library Staff.

LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 
1963 


The year 1963 was a year of change for the Winchester Public Library. 
This can most readily be seen by a glance at the changes in the staff which 
occurred during the year. In September Mrs. Lois G. Smith resigned as 
Head Librarian. She was replaced on September 3 by Robert E. Wagenknech 
formerly Head Librarian of the Stoneham Public Library and a graduate of 
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Harvard and Simmons College, School of Library Science. Miss Elizabeth M. 
Russell, Children's Librarian, resigned in September, and her position was 
filled in October by Miss Helen Bogle, a graduate of Radcliffe and Simmons 
College, School of Library Science. The Assistant Children's Librarian, 
Mrs, Helen W. Mallery, resigned and was replaced in September by Mrs. 
Dorothy F. Comfort, former Children's Librarian in the Concord Public 
Library. Mrs. Eleanor Sirrine and Mrs. Jean Twitchell, both trained pro- 
fessional librarians, joined the staff as part-time workers. Miss Sharon L. 
Sapp, General Professional Assistant, resigned at the end of August. 


There were three promotions during the year. In December Mrs. Leila- 
Jane Roberts, Circulation and Young Adults' Librarian, became Assistant 
Librarian. Mrs. Katrine C, Laban was advanced from Senior Clerk to 
General Professional Assistant in April. Miss Mary F. Nelson became a 
Senior Clerk in May. 


Winchester is fortunate in having so capable and devoted a staff. A 
great debt of gratitude is owed to the.part-time workers who have had to do 
extra work because of unfilled positions. Only with a full staff is the Library 
able to give really outstanding service. It is our hope that we shall soon be 
operating with a full complement of workers. 


Activities of the staff have been many and varied. Various staff mem- 
bers have attended, and often actively participated in, meetings of the 
Eastern Massachusetts Book Review Committee, the New England Children's 
Round Table, the Charles River Library Club, the Greater Boston Public Li- 
brary Administrators, the Film Cooperative, the New England Library As- 
sociation, the Massachusetts Library Association, and the American Library 
Association Conference in Chicago during the summer. Mrs. Roberts was 
the Nominating Chairman for 1962-63 and now is on the Executive Board of 
the Round Table of Librarians for Young Adults of the New England Library 
Association. She is also on the Nominating Committee of the Young Adult 
Services Division of the American Library Association for 1963-64. Mr. 
Wagenknecht is serving on committees of both the Greater Boston Public Li- 
brary Administrators and the Massachusetts Library Association, is Vice- 
President and President-Elect of the Charles River Library Club, andreviews 
books regularly for Library Journal, anational library magazine. Mrs. Comfort 
is on the executive board of the New England Children's Round Table. 


Book reviews in The Winchester Star, written by members of the Library 
staff, were instituted this year and have been received most favorably. 
Speakers from the Library have addressed various town groups during the 
year. In January Mrs. Laban spoke to the Wellesley Club, and in March 
Mrs. Roberts reviewed books for the Fortnightly Literature Group. 

Mrs. Mallery and Mrs. Roberts were on a panel of book reviewers at a meet- 
ing of three women's groups at the First Congregational Church. Mr. Wagen- 
knecht spoke in October to the Contemporary Literature Study Group of the 
Winchester College Club and in November addressed a combined meeting of 
the Opera Study Group of the Winchester College Club and the Winchester 
Chapter of the Boston Opera Group Guild. 


There have been two significant changes in service in the past year. 
Except for the eighth graders at St. Mary's and at Immaculate Conception 
Schools, formal library instruction for eighth grade youngsters at the Li- 
brary has been discontinued because both junior high school librarians, 

Mrs. Neville and Mrs. Duncan, give excellent and much more extensive 
training than we are able to do. Miss Bogle, however, did have seven classes 
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from the elementary schools visit the Library for instruction, book talks, 
and stories. 


Also a photoduplicating ''Docustat'’ machine has been installed for the 
public's use. For a quarter one can copy in complete privacy almost any- 
thing one wants provided it measures not over 10" x 14", 


Continuing services and programs were many. Reference questions, of 
course, continued to be answered both in person and over the telephone, This 
year a total of 3,584 were answered. The Library processed a total of 5,323 
books; this is a great increase over 3,600 in 1959. The program of weeding 
out-dated and worn books to make room for new ones continued slowly and 
steadily. Few people realize the vast amount of painstaking work involved in 
discarding just one volume. A book's value must be weighed against the 
collection as a whole. The work requires a knowledge not only of the entire 
collection but of what people are likely to request as well. The Hospital 
Collection continued to be administered by the Library. Its circulation in- 
creased from 3,383 in 1962 to 3,824 in 1963. Its continued success is largely 
due to the En Ka Society's very generous gift of $800 which paid for well over 
half of the books added in 1963. The Library is extremely gratefulfor En Ka's 
generosity and for the volunteers who help provide bedside book service to pa- 
tients at The Winchester Hospital. The Library has also maintained a de- 
posit collection of books which is changed quarterly at the Home for the Aged. 


Library meeting rooms were used a total of 86 times by 24 groups, ex- 
cluding meetings on Library business and film programs. In addition, there 
were 18 pairs of Friday evening-Saturday morning film programs which were 
seen by an average of 25 children and 14 adults on Fridays and 60 children on 
Saturdays. Miss Russell gave 10 story hours in the spring after the film 
program was over. The average attendance was:27. Three story hours were 
given this fall, Average attendance was 49. 


The number of exhibits at the Library totaled 21. They included displays 
on mental health, United Nations and arms control, retarded children, fair 
housing, and the role newspapers play in our lives, as well as on various 
other subjects. The Library is grateful to the many town groups which in 
one way or another, either through suggestion or supplying items to be dis- 
played, contributed to the success of the exhibits. Particular mention should 
be made of the fine exhibits provided each month from October through May 
by the Winchester Art Association. 


Unquestionably the pressing need at the library today is for more space. 
In 1964 the Library Trustees will go to the Town with a request that an addi- 
tion be put on the present building. Space is needed for the following four 
areas: (1) a greatly enlarged children's room, (2) an area where serious- 
minded people can read quietly, (3) increased office and work area, and 
(4) increased stack area. The following chart shows the growth of the Li- 
brary since 1931, the year in which the present building was constructed:

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REPORT .OF .THE...BOARD.OF .PUBLIC\' WE ae 
AND “BUREAU “OF -OLD” AGE’ ASSIS TANG 


The Board of Public Welfare and Bureau of Old Age Assistance herewith 
submits its annual report for the year 1963. 


The 1962 Public Welfare Amendments to the Social Security Act placed 
renewed emphasis, in 1963, upon the provisions of Social Services and to 
people in need of assistance for the necessities of life. The new amendments 
established important policies requiring individual planning with and for 
families and children and the coordination of services for their benefit must 
take place within a designated time period. The time period for Massachu- 
setts was July 1, 1963. During 1963 several in-service training courses were 
held and attended by the Social Worker and the Director. Particular empha- 
sis was placed upon a crash program to prevent school drop-outs. 


The State Legislature made several changes in 1963 and we will feel the 
full impact of these changes in 1964, 


1, Chapter 651 of the Acts of 1963 increases the exemption of single 
children in Old Age Assistance and Medical Assistance for the Aged Pro- 
grams effective November 17, 1963. 


2. Chapter 566 of the Acts of 1963 repeals legal settlement in determin- 
ing the amount of reimbursement to be paid by the commonwealth to cities 
and towns for Old Age Assistance, This Act, whichis effective January 1, 1964, 
also increases State reimbursement to 70% ofthe remainder after Federal 
reimbursement. 


3. Chapter 726 ofthe Acts of 1963 repeals or amends certain sections of 
Chapter 117 of the Generali Laws which relate to legal settlement in determin- 
ing the liability of a city or town for General Relief. In effect, this Act elim- 
inates legal settlement and provides for State reimbursement of at least 20%, 
This Act also becomes effective January 1, 1964. 


4, Chapter 432 of the Acts of 1963 changed the title of Chapter 118 ofthe 
General Laws from Aid to Dependent Children to Aid to Families with De- 
pendent Children. 


5. Chapter 550 of the Acts of 1963 provided an increase in the allowance 
for ''Leisure Time Activity’ to recipients of Old Age Assistance from $4.00to 
$5.00 monthly. This change was effective October 1, 1963. 


A cost of living adjustment was made effective September 1, 1963. The 
cost of living index showed an increase of 5.1% from the period May 1960 to 
July 1963, Allassistance grants were increased by the above mentioned 5.1%. 


GENERAL RELIEF 


General Relief provides assistance to those needy residents who do not 
qualify for one of the Federal programs of assistance such as the unemployed 
who are not eligible for unemployment benefits, those who are in need of 
temporary medical care or those who reside in other cities and towns with a 
legal settlement in Winchester and who fall into distress in that city or town. 


We were aiding two cases on a permanent basis as of January 1, 1963 and 
these cases remained with us throughout the year, Other cases were of a 
temporary nature and received assistance and/or medical care for several 
weeks and then closed. 15 cases were aided by other cities and towns. We 
aided directly 9 persons who required hospital care and two other persons 
who needed medical care only. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


The category of Old Age Assistance is one of the four Federal programs 
of assistance and is designed to assist persons 65 years of age or over. We 
were aiding 59 cases as of January 1, 1963 and as of December 31, 1963 we 
will have 57 cases, The average monthly case load during the year was 57 
cases, the average monthly grant amounted to $73.45 per case. The State- 
wide monthly average was $85.23 per case. There were 14 new applications. 
11 were accepted, 3 were denied, 7 were deceased 4 were transferred to 
Medical Assistance for the Aged, and 2 were transferred to other cities. 


AID TO FAMILIES WITH DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


The basic function of Aidto Families with Dependent Children is to provide 
assistance to families with children, under the age of 18, who are deprived of 
parental support by reasonofunemployment, desertion, divorce or separation. 


As of January 1, 1963 we were aiding 7 cases with 17 children. There 
were 8 applications for assistance; 5 cases were closed when the parent re- 
turned to employment, 3 cases were transferred to other cities, 1 case was 
closed when the child reached 18 years of age. Due to court action and other 
agreements, we received $2,205.00 in reimbursement from separated parents, 
This reduces the cost of the program, The average monthly payment in 1963 
amounted to $150.94 per family while the state monthly payment average 
amounted to $165.47 per family. 


AID TO PERMANENTLY AND TOTALLY DISABLED PERSONS 


This program of assistance is geared to the care and support of persons 
18 years of age and over who are permanently disabled or who will be dis- 
abled for at least six months. Each case is individually considered for re- 
habilitation so that if possible a recipient of disability assistance may be 
restored to gainfulf employment or at least to self-help. 


We were aiding 7 cases as of January 1, 1963. There has been a small 
increase in the number of cases throughout the year. As of December 31, 
1963, we have 12 cases receiving assistance, There were 11 applications dur- 
ing the year; 8 applications were accepted and 3 were denied. We closed 2 cases 
because of excessive resources, one case was accepted by Veterans Services, 
one case was transferredto Worcester State Hospital and anothertothe Paul 
Dever School in Taunton. The average monthly payment in1963 amounted to 
$95.63 per case while the State-wide monthly average was $136.00 per case. 


MEDICAL ASSISTANCE FOR THE AGED 


Medical Assistance for the Aged provides medical care only to persons 
65 years of age and whose income and resources are insufficient to meet the 
costs of necessary medical care. As of January 1, 1963 we were aiding 55 
persons; we received 35 applications for assistance during the year; 24 were 
accepted, 5 were denied for various reasons, two applications were with- 
drawn, 2 were transferred to Old Age Assistance, 2 were not aided. As of 
December 31, 1963 we are aiding 52 cases. The average cost per month per case 
amounted to $141.46. The State-wide average cost per case amountedto $184.75. 


The Board of Public Welfare wishes to take this opportunity to express 
its appreciation to all other departments in the Town Government and to the 
many agencies and organizations and individuals in the town who gave their 
time and money to assist those who are less fortunate. 


The following figures are an estimate in part due to the date on which 
this report must be filed. The figures point out the expenditures of the 
Welfare Department, the reimbursement, both Federal, State and from other 
cities and towns and the net cost to Winchester. 
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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 


Pitch wo Hoe hr BOARD Os HEALTH 
The Board of Health hereby submits its Annual Report for the year 1963. 
GENERAL 


A number of items of general interest deserve comment. The Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts is currently revising its Sanitary Code. ‘Many of its 
-articles have been reviewed, amended and enacted into law. Other articles 
will receive similar attention in the near future. Acting under the authority 
of Article II of the State Sanitary Code, this Board, in cooperation with other 
Town Agencies, accomplished demolition of an unoccupied house which con- 
stituted a health menace. This was the first such action to be taken under 
this authority, within the Commonwealth. 


Also under new statutes, all faod establishments will continue to be 
inspected and now will be licensed by the Board of Health. Winchester's 
Agent, Mr. Michael D. Saraco, was one of five appointed to draft the ac- 
cepted State regulations relative to eating and drinking establishments. The 
Board takes pride in this honor presented to its Agent. 


As anticipated, the State Department of Public Health delegated authority 
to this Board to license all Day Care Agencies operating within the town. 


On June 3, 1963, 800 x-rays were taken at a mobile chest x-ray unit. 
Volunteers from Friends of the Winchester Hospital and Winton Club helped 
to keep the unit open and functioning smoothly throughout the day. As re- 
quired by law all food handlers were examined at their own expense. In ad- 
dition, all town employees as well as school teachers were extended this 
service without charge. It is anticipated that the Board will make this serv- 
ice available to town employees and school department personnel gratis 
every three years. For those under 19 years of age, skin tests were given 
on June llth. Sixty-two presented themselves for testing. 


A particularly serious health menace was averted in June when 
thousands of fish died due to low-oxygen content and high acidity in the 
Aberjona River. The prompt action of our chairman in cooperation with the 
Park Department and Highway Department, resulted in the debris being 
.cleared away within 24 hours, 


Two problems; the unsanitary and unsafe condition of Wedgemere Sta- 
tion, and the prevalence of pigeons within the Center Area have been noted. 
Abatement orders issued to the owner of Wedgemere Station have been com- 
plied with to the satisfaction of the Board. Meetings have been held with 
other interested Boards to develop a more permanent solution to both these 
problems. 


HEALTH SERVICES 


Community-wide oral polio vaccine clinics were held by the Board in 
January, for Sabin I; March, for Sabin II; and May, for Sabin III. School 
children received the vaccine in school; pre-schoolers and adults received 
theirs during regular clinics. About 6700 children and adults availed them- 
selves of the opportunity for immunization; another 800 completed their im- 
munization with Type II, having received Types I and III the previous year. 
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Members of the Board of the Winchester Visiting Nursing Association 
served as volunteers for the Sabin vaccine clinics; mothers of school child- 
ren volunteered and worked while the children received their vaccine. 


As of September, 1963, oral Sabin vaccine has been used in place of the 
Salk injections at the immunization clinics, held weekly for the pre-school 
group at the Board of Health. 


About 300 children were registered for Well Child Conference and im- 
munization Clinics this year. These children received physical examinations 
tests for tuberculosis and PKU, counsel in health, hygiene and nutrition, as 
well as immunization from Dr. Roger M. Burgoyne, clinic physician. 

This year attendance at these weekly clinics has increased over preceding 
years. 


School nursing in St. Mary's school, under the direction of 
Dr. Charles Rooney and Dr. John W. O'Grady, and in the Immaculate Con- 
ception School, under the direction of Dr. Amos J. Guarente, included assist- 
ing with over 300 physical examinations. Over 400 parochial school children 
were tested this year for vision (Massachusetts Vision Test) and hearing 
(Puretone Audiometer) difficulties. 8.75% were referred to their physicians 
for possible visual defects, and 5% were referred to their physicians for 
possible hearing defects. 
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WELL CHILD CONFERENCES AND 
TUBERCULOSIS TESTING CLINICS 
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DENTAL SERVICES 


The number one disease in the opinion of the school physician, 
Dr. Barone, is still of a dental nature. Dr. Lawrence F. Quigley, Jr., a 
member of the Board of Health, a practicing orthodontist and dental research 
worker at Tufts, has been active in the dental program. Meetings have been 
held with Dr. Gilson and the principals of all elementary schools. It is the 
desire of the Board to bring dental education and preventative teaching into 
the school program. In particular it is felt that the kindergarten, first and 
second grades will be the areas most benefited and least inconvenienced by 
such a preventative program. Approval of the principals of all the elemen- 
tary schools has been obtained and meetings with the school board will be 
sought in an attempt to bring cooperation in what the Board feels to be an im- 
portant step in the dental health of the student. 


By employing a hygienist who will take care of dental cleanings, as well 
as render instruction to the students, we feel we can inculcate good dental 
habits at an garly age. In this manner it is felt, we can more wisely expend 
Town monies. 


The basic philosophy of your Board will be to continue to render dental 
services to students in the first six grades who would not ordinarily receive 
even the basic minimum attention. The Board will continue to offer its serv- 
ices to children of families only after these families have submitted a state- 
ment of financial earnings. 


A new system has been instigated as regards broken appointments. This 
has reduced the number of broken appointments and improved the attendance 
record as well as the interest in those taking advantage of the clinic. 


A concrete example of the wisdom of employing a dentist on a part-time 
basis has been evidenced by being able to reduce the amount of time that the 
dentist needs for completing the services to these families. Also important 
is the evidence that more permanent restorations are completed and more 
completed patients served. The Board feels that they are fortunate in having 
the services of a specialist of children's dentistry, Dr. Pallonji Bhiladvala. 
He has trained his dental assistant, Mrs. Monterisi, who has received 
specialized training at Tufts University School of Dental Medicine. 


STATISTICS 
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REGULATION AND INSPECTION 


As of April 1, 1963, at a considerable saving to the Town, the annual 
contra-actual services of an individual registered sanitarian, were discon- 
tinued. Mr. Saraco, Registered Sanitarian, and Agent of the Board of Health, 
has assumed most of these duties previously performed on the contract with 
the Middlesex Laboratories. The Board, however, wishes to acknowledge 
with thanks the cooperation of Mr. Robert Rimbach, R.S., of Middlesex Lab- 
oratories. Ona fee-for-service basis, Mr. Rimbach regularly inspects and 
takes bacterial cultures from food utensils in all eating establishments. 


The Agent made 828 inspections and investigations, which accounted for 


635 hours, out of a total of 2011 hours. In addition, many inspection tours 
were made during the year by members of the Board. 


REPORTABLE DISEASES. REPORTED .THIS, YEAR 
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MENTAL HEALTH 


For several years, Winchester has participated with Arlington, Lexing- 
ton, Woburn, and Bedford, inthe Mystic Valley Mental Health Association. 
This organization, since its origin, has been supported by funds from the 
Massachusetts Mental Health Association and United Fund. As of December, 
1962, the voluntary support of United Fund was discontinued, and individual 
financial assistance from each participating town was requested. Recogniz- 
ing the importance of this activity, Article 47 of the 1963 town meeting was 
unanimously passed allocating $1,700.00 for this purpose. Dr. Warren J. 
Taylor has acted as liaison agent for the Board with the Middlesex Valley 
Mental Health Association during this year. The cost of our participation in 
this activity for next year will be $1,700.00 and this sum has been requested 
in the 1964 budget. Sources of referral to the clinic, for Winchester children 
have been from physicians, schools, clergymen, the police, social agencies, 
and parents. 


STATISTICS 
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Mr. Richard F. Norris, Chairman of the Board, has been very active in 
the Northeastern Boards of Health Association and is currently serving as 
2nd Vice President of the Association. 


The term of Harry L. Wildasin, PhD., expired in March of this year. 
We wish to particularly acknowledge Dr. Wildasin's service to the Town dur- 
ing six years as a member of the Board 

Dr. Warren J. Taylor was elected in March, 1963. Mr. Michael D. 


Saraco became full-time Agent on April 1, 1963. Mr. Marjorie D. Scott as- 
sumed her duties as clerk on March 4, 1963. 


CONCLUSION 


The activities of the Board of Health have operated with greater effi- 
ciency since Mr. Saraco has been able to devote his considerable talents as 
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Agent on a full-time basis. We wish to express our thanks to him as well as 
to our entire Staff for their fine services throughout the year. 


The offices of this Board were closed to the general public for a number 
of weeks while the Town Hall Tower was under repair. We were able to con- 
tinue much of our routine activity during this time due to the generosity of 
the Winchester Sons of Italy who made their quarters available for various 
clinics at no expense to the Town. This is the very definition of service to 
the community. 


The cooperation and support of the citizens of Winchester as well as 
that of the various Town Officers is gratefully acknowledged. 


We are especially indebted to Chief I. Amico and Lt. Inspector J. 
Connolly of the Fire Department, Chief J Derro and Officer Poole of the 
Police Department, Mr. T. W. Conlon, Mr. J. Costello, Mr. V. Clarke and 
Mr. J. Forte, Principal of the McCall Jr. High School, for their valuable as- - 
sistance in regards to special problems encountered this year.

The major problems of public education center around three matters: 
adequate physical facilities, a desirable curriculum and a competent teaching 
staff. All of these problems are always present, but at any one time they are 
not equally acute nor demanding of solution. Today, the primary problem of 
the Winchester Schools is adequate physical facilities. 


Although two newly constructed schools, the Lynch Junior High School 
and the Vinson-Owen Elementary School, were first occupied only in 1961, we 
now find our facilities inadequate for pupil enrollments. How has this come 
about? First, there is the basic growth in the town's population which in- 
creased from 18,126 in 1955 to 21,500 in 1963, and which is estimated at 
25,100 in 1973. Even more significant is the increase in the ratio of school 
population to total town population — a rise from 18.9 per cent in 1955 to 
. 21.7 per cent in 1963. As a result of these factors total school population 
increased from 3432 in 1955 to 4669 in 1963 to an estimated 5522 in 1973. 
Finally, at a time when greater numbers of pupils must be educated, there is 
the added factor of improvements in the curriculum — with demands for 
more courses, some smaller classes and more extensive facilities — which 
effectively reduces the educational capacity of the existing school plant, par- 
ticularly in the Senior High School. 


These population pressures are not evenly distributed. Presently they 
center most on the elementary schools and on the Senior High School. The 
junior high schools are, for the moment, not under pressure. Pupils from 
the overcrowded Wyman School district are currently being transported to 
the new Vinson-Owen School where population growth has not yet caught up to 
available space. In other cases redistricting has permitted us to squeeze by. 


In the Senior High an enrollment of 1094 is currently housed in a building 
whose designed educational capacity is 990. Here we have tried to meet the 
pressure of numbers by adding more than 135 pupil stations through convert- 
ing former shop space to classrooms, through partitioning large rooms into 
classrooms, etc. These temporary expedients have slightly dropped average 
academic class size from last year's average. The crowding which is so 
much in evidence affects corridors, cafeteria, study halls and all areas not 
planned as classrooms. Thus far it has not materially affected the educa- 
tional program. 


Obviously there is a limit to the process of adapting buildings to in- 
creasing enrollments. Crowding can be relieved only by building new space. 
To this end the Town Meeting of 1963 instructed the Moderator to appoint a 
Permanent Building Committee which was directed to construct additional 
facilities at the Noonan Elementary School and to provide more space for 
secondary education. This committee, acting in concert with the School 
Committee, has commissioned Dr. John Marshall to conduct a survey of 
school facilities and to recommend the construction needed. The elementary 
school facilities should be ready for use no later than the fall of 1965 and the 
secondary facilities in 1966. 


Despite restrictions imposed by physical facilities many improvements 
in the educational curriculum initiated earlier have been further developed. 
The Parkhurst experiment in team teaching has been successfully carried to 
the Lynch Junior High. A sequence of six years of French language study 
extending from Grade 7 through Grade 12 is now approaching completion. The 
advanced placement program, begun with chemistry in 1960, now also in- 
cludes English, mathematics and biology. Many of these programs, it should 
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be noted, derive from the recommendations of the Citizens' Advisory Com- 
mittee which continues to assist us. 


Winchester is fortunate in having a teaching staff of high competence to 
conduct its educational program. It has been the purpose of the School 
Committee to assure continued excellence in teaching personnel by maintain- 
ing salaries at a level comparable with the best systems inthe state. It has 
also been concerned about the opportunities for continuing professional 
development on the part of staff members. To review policies and to recom- 
mend methods of assuring high performance by professional staff the con- 
sulting firm of Booz, Allen and Hamilton has been engaged. Their report is 
expected in early 1964 and will provide the basis for subsequent action by the 
School Committee. 


Despite the foregoing problems Winchester maintains an excellent edu- 
cational system. This excellence is in large measure attributable to the 
competence and devotion of the system's administrators, its teachers and its 
non-professional personnel,

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Educational facilities continue to be Winchester's most urgent school 
problem. A Permanent Building Committee and two subcommittees, one to 
study secondary school building needs and the other to plan for an expansion 
of the Noonan School, were voted at the last regular Town Meeting. These 
committees already are at work, assisted by Dr. John E. Marshall, a school 
building consultant appointed jointly by the Permanent Building Committee 
and the School Committee. Dr. Marshall is making a townwide survey of 
existing school facilities on the basis of which he is to recommend a program 
of school construction to meet present and future school building needs. The 
urgency of such planning is evidenced by the fact that enrollments have 
reached such proportions that, with the exception of Lynch Junior High School 
and Parkhurst elementary school, all our schools are approaching or already 
have exceeded their educational capacities. 


Along with the building problems attention must be given to the serious 
condition of our school grounds. In 1956 responsibility for the care of these 
properties was transferred to the Park Department. This arrangement has 
not proved successful and, in many instances, school sites have deteriorated 
to the point that major restoration is necessary. There seems to be general 
agreement on a proposal to have the School Department again assume re- 
sponsibility for the care and upkeep of these areas. Plans have been made 
for their restoration and for employing a small maintenance and repair crew 
responsible for the care and upkeep of grounds and for minor repairs to 
school buildings. 


A growing school system faces annually the task of filling new positions 
and, in addition, replacements. Winchester has been fortunate in maintaining 
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for some years a staff largely composed of mature and experienced teachers. 
However, a rather substantial number of these poeple now are reaching or 
approaching the age of retirement. Retirements this year trebled those of 
any previous year in the past decade. Anticipating this situation, emphasis 
has been placed for the past three or four years on recruiting younger 
teachers, Naturally, the turnover inthis group is much higher. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that a record number of new teachers began service in 
the Winchester schools in September 1963. Despite the continuing shortage, 
the School Department was successful in securing for its vacancies teachers 
capable of maintaining the standards of our school system. Much of the suc- 
cess of our recruiting efforts this year resulted from the action of the School 
Committee in bringing salary schedules to a level that made it possible to 
compete for the best candidates available. Also of help in this respect were 
the insurance benefits extended to all Town employees. 


As our staff expands and the number of new teachers increases, the bur- 
dens of the administrative and supervisory staff become heavier. Recogniz- 
ing that the growth of the school system presented difficult personnel prob- 
lems, the School Committee has employed a well-known management 
consultant firm to study salary and personnel problems of the Winchester 
school system. It is anticipated that this study will produce findings and 
recommendations that will aid greatly to improve staff organization and to 
increase the effectiveness of our professional personnel. 


Developments in the educational program and in instructional techniques 
have continued to show progress. The new program for the teaching of math- 
ematics has been extended to all grades except the 12th, where it will be 
introduced next year. The installation of a language laboratory in the Senior 
High School has expedited progress toward the development of an effective 
and balanced sequence of study in modern languages extending from Grades 7 
through 12. Advanced study for the scholastically abler pupil, beginning in 
the elementary grades and culminating in the ‘advanced placement" or 
college-level courses at 12th grade, has proved successful to the point that 
more pupils are being accepted for this program. Experimentation with new 
science courses continues, including a course in Earth Science introduced at 
the junior high school level this year. More comprehensive and up-to-date 
science study in the elementary grades, where science is now a major sub- 
ject, promises a firm foundation for a challenging and sequential program 
throughout the system. 


Progress can be reported in another area of experimentation, Last year 
the School Department undertook to introduce data processing as a means of 
simplifying the work involved in pupil programming and scheduling. Diffi- 
culties were encountered but the experience did establish the potentialities of 
this new field for public schools. This year the School Department accepted 
an invitation to participate in a project being undertaken by the New England 
School Development Council. The results are gratifying and because of its 
initial success this project is being approved for a substantial grant from the 
Ford Foundation to permit of further research and development. Progress 
in this field will be of inestimable value in making possible much more effi- 
cient use of school and pupil data. 


The trends of the times leave little doubt of the universal need for more 
and better education. In fact there is a growing conviction that the time is 
near for establishing in this country a standard program of 14 years of free 
public education. Meanwhile, it is encumbent upon those responsible to make 
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every effort to have our present program serve to the utmost the educational 
needs of all our children and youth.

SUPPLEMENT TO FOLLOW-UP REPORT —CLASS OF 1963 
Attrition Report 


A comparison of the class lists of the Class of 1963 between the time of 
entrance and of graduation gives a group of 43 new members and 83 pupils 
who left the group. There were 19 other pupils who entered the class at 
some time during the four years but left the group again and also 8 who left 
the group but returned before graduation. The presence of the above 27 had 
no effect on the over-all change in size; therefore, are not included in the 
statistics below. (As a matter of interest, of the 19 who entered and left, 8 
were because of graduation credits, 7 moved, 2 left for work, 1 to private 
school and 1 for the service. Of the 8 who left and returned, 5 were due to 
graduation credits, 2 moved and 1 attended private school.) 


There were 334 members (183 boys, 151 girls) of the Class as reported 
in the Grade 9 registers. A total of 294 (156 boys, 138 girls) was graduated 
with the Class. 
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This same group at the end of the eighth grade numbered only 296. 24 
left the group before entrance into the ninth grade. Of that 24 11 entered 
private school, 10 moved, 1 is still in high school and the other 2 returned 
later and graduated with the Class. There were 62 new members from 
parochial schools and from other towns which brought the membership to 
334 as mentioned above.

A report of the Medical Department for the school year 1962-1963 
follows: 


A. Annual Physical Examinations: 


1, The physical examinations of school pupils were begun soon after the 
opening of school and concluded in June 1963. 
Examinations of the first, fourth, seventh, tenth and twelfth grades 
were completed along with all new students who entered school during 
the current year and all kindergarten children who had not received a 
pre-school check-up. 
All student candidates for major sports in High School were examined 
before participating in the athletic program. Tabulations of examina- 
tions follow:

Beet OF THE CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS 


The past year at Wildwood has been the busiest in recent times. 


. Due to the weather of late winter and early spring we sustained much 
more than the usual damage to water and pipe lines, the extent of which was 
beyond the capacity of our own crew to repair without delaying regular work. 
Thanks to the cooperation of the Highway Department in doing required 
patching of roadways and great zeal of our own force we were able to get in 
fair shape before Memorial Day. Because of much seasonal demand tempor- 
ary labor was unavailable. 


For a number of reasons our planned development of the northeast sec- 
tion was delayed until a contract was finally signed on August 12, 1963. 
During this period it became necessary to relieve a shortage of single 
graves which was accomplished by extending an area on the southwest (Wild- 
wood Street side) which had been planned for a later date and not included in 
our 1963 budget. In this project the Water Department aided readily and 
efficiently. 


Even by foregoing budgeted items for usual contract work on trees and 
paving of walks, etc., it became necessary to apply to the Finance Comrnittee 
for supplemental aid from E & D to meet these unforeseable contingencies. 


The contract work on the southwest side has now been virtually completed 
and in early spring we will be able to utilize this area for the layout of much 
needed grave lots of various sizes. 
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This work has been planned by the Town Engineering Department and 
executed under their specification and supervision. 


This work gave a planned approach from the existing layout down to the 
lower levels (paralleling Middlesex Street) where much of the future develop- 
ment of the Cemetery will be further planned. In the course of this develop- 
ment we confidently hope that through an easement arranged with a resident 
of Middlesex Street that the drainage problem in that area has been solved 
satisfactorily to our neighbors there who have endured with commendable 
patience conditions of flooding that have previously been beyond our attempts 
to control. 


That it has been a busy year of regular work is shown by the statistics. 
In 1963 - Burials, 147; Foundations for stones and markers, 79. In 1962 - 
114 and 64 respectively, an increase of over 25%, 


To cope with the increasing work load we have requested funds for a 
grave digging machine (small backhoe). This will greatly increase efficiency 
and save an estimated labor time equivalent to at least one man, This mach- 
ine would be fitted with attachments that would also save much time in other 
operations. No other ‘Town Department has a machine suitable for our work. 


We also need a new tent of modern design that can be set up by fewer 
men in less time. Our old tent is of ancient vintage, shabby as well as 
unwieldy. 


_We are working on a long range plan for future developments and ona 
study of revisions of our prices in the light of increasing costs and the 
schedules of other comparable cemeteries. 


With cooperation of local funeral directors we intend to arrange and sign 
post the best route for the entering and departure of funeral cars. 


We will attempt to formulate a standard code covering all details of 
practice and operation and maintenance. Such a code is common with many 
cemeteries and of great benefit to purchasers of lots, funeral directors, and 
all concerned. 


We have adopted a schedule of monthly meetings on the fourth Monday 
evening of each month at which any interested citizens are welcome to ap- 
pear, lend their advice and comments. 


This year we have received $12,850 from the sale of lots, $12,325 for the 
permanent care of lots, $6,395.30 from interments, $1,870 sale of grave- 
liners, $1,890.65 for foundations and $1,083.58 for miscellaneous, a total of 
S01 412) 530 


We have as usual received efficiency and loyalty from our Superintendent 
Mr. Duran, his assistant, Harold Moran, and the entire force.

The reservoirs filled in the spring, but the extended drouth in the sum- 
mer and fall combined with high consumption resulted in low reservoir 
levels immediately prior to the heavy rains in November. Because of the 
low reservoir level about 123 million gallons have been pumped from Spot 
Pond without exceeding the required purchases from the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission Water Division, 


Water consumption for the year was 715 million gallons, as compared 
with 749 million gallons in 1962 and 635 million gallons in 1961, 


Six residential developments have been under construction in 1963, and 
plans have been submitted for several more developments in 1964, 


Major construction completed by the Department or its contractors dur- 
ing the year included the following: water mains in Yale Street, Sheffield 
Road, High Street, Calumet Road and Wildwood Street and water and sewer 
mains in Johnson Road from Ridge Street to Lexington line. 


There have been added to the water system 9,302 ft. of mains, 67 gates, 
and 23 hydrants. 60 water services were installed, bringing the total number 
of services to 5503. 


9588 ft. of sewer mains were added to the system and 62 sewer services, 
making a total of 5221 sewer services. 


Changes at the North Pumping Station were made to enable the Auxiliary 
Fire Department to use the main floor of the building as its headquarters. 


The reservoir watershed was opened to public inspection on May 25, and 
again on October Sth. There were large numbers of visitors and autos on 
both occasions, 


The Board and the Town lost a devoted employee when C. Norman 
Noonan, Water Registrar since June 1953, passed away on December 15,

The Planning Board herewith presents its forty-ninth annual report. 


The Board made two proposals for zoning changes to the March 
1963 Town Meeting: one for the virtual emination of double or duplex 
houses as a building type permissable in Winchester; and one for the re- 
zoning of an industrial area near Leonard Field to general residence. Both 
of these proposals were accepted by the Meeting. 


The Board's report of a year ago noted that we hoped to bring to the 
Town Meeting a recommendation for the acquisition of recreational lands 
that would begin a program for connected publicly owned open areas 
throughout Winchester. After public hearings and other discussion it ap- 
peared that this recommendation was premature, and the Board proposed to 
the Meeting the establishment of a Conservation Study Committee to deter- 
mine the need for and value of a permanent Conservation Commission te 
pursue such a publicly owned open area program. The Board was repre- 
sented on that committee and looks forward to its report. 


The Board was also represented on the Fire Department Study 
Committee and the Transportation Committee. The problems studied by 
these committees are among the continuing concerns of the Planning Board: 
in the first case the provision of a high level of community service within 
the framework of a sound financial structure, and in the second the con- 
tinuance of an adequate transportation system and the identification of 
changing land uses in Winchester as the transportation pattern changes. 


Early in 1963 the Board contracted with the United States Soil Con- 
servation Service, acting through the State Department of Agriculture, for a 
complete soil analysis of Winchester that should be of great value not only 
to this board, but to a Conservation Commission, if established, and to many 
other Town Departments and citizens. Reorganization at the State level has 
delayed work under this contract, but we hope to have it available early in 
the coming year. Also, realizing that the elimination of double houses 
makes our previous population projections obsolete, we have undertaken to 
bring our population estimates up to date; these, with the enrolment studies 
being made by the School Board, should give the Town a useful population 
picture. 


As is true every year, most of our time and effort is spent on the 
administration of the Subdivision Control Law. Since 1953 when this law 
first went into operation, the Board has approved nineteen (19) subdivision 
plans that provide 6.68 miles of roadways and 552 building lots, of which 
461 lots have become eligible for sale in accordance with our regulations, 


Looking forward to 1964 Town Meeting, the Board is considering 
proposing an article for the establishment of an apartment house zone, For 
the first time in some years, there is no specific proposal for an apartment 
house before the Board; we believe this is the time to consider the basic 
community problems and values of apartment houses without confusing the 
issues by reactions to any particular proposal. 


Our work with the Capital Budget Program continues. Departmental 
operating figures estimated for 1963 indicate an increase over our most 
recent estimate of less than two percent. The Winchester debt position 
remains unchanged except for the addition of $140,000 of water bonds.

WINCHESTER PERMANENT BUILDING COMMITTEE 


The Permanent Building Committee established by Sec. 1 of Article 17 
of the 1963 Town Meeting was organized on June 10, 1963, at the call of the 
Moderator. The purpose of the Committee, expressed in Sec. 2 of said 
Article, is to have general supervision over the design and construction of 
all building projects specifically from time to time assigned to it by vote of 
the Town Meeting. By Sec. 2, the Committee is authorized to employ pro- 
fessional assistants and to enter into contracts on behalf of the Town for 
preparation of construction plans and specifications and for construction of 
buildings and other structures, is empowered to make recommendations and 
reports to the Town from time to time, and is required to make an Annual 
Report of its activities and recommendations to be published in the Annual 
Town Report. The following is the first Annual Report so required. 
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Prior to its organization, two matters had already been assigned to the 
Committee by further votes of the 1963 Annual Town Meeting, upon both of 
which the Committee commenced work promptly following its organization. 
These are covered in the next two sections of the Report, following which 
other matters pertinent to the future service of the Committee are referred 
to. 


William J. Noonan Elementary School Addition 


Article 30 of the 1963 Annual Town Meeting delegated to the committee 
the duty of studying ways and means of providing for enlarged facilities for 
the Noonan School, with authority to employ an architect and other profes- 
sional services and to secure necessary plans, drawings, and estimates for 
the same, and with $2,500 appropriated for these purposes and Committee ex- 
pense, the Committee's Report to be made in season for consideration at a 
subsequent Town Meeting. 


No Report has been prepared or filed by the Committee under Article 
30, and currently none is expected to be presented for some time, as will 
appear from the following. 


Before any addition can be designed and built, the needs to be met must 
be defined. Clear definition rests on a variety of considerations. Among 
these are pupil population trends; physical and educational obsolescence of 
existing facilities and site adequacy; and desired ''educational specifications'' 
(This term relates, largely, to quantity, flexibility, and distribution of class- 
room and supporting spaces as influenced by modern teaching techniques and 
instructional aids; the ages, aptitudes, and grouping of pupils; and require- 
ments for recreation, health, and pupil and teacher morale.) Such data, of 
course, must come from sources outside the Committee. There are also 
considerations of cost, availability of financial aid from the State or other 
out-of-town agencies. Furthermore, the best solution may not be possible on 
a study of the particular school alone, apart from other schools where simi- 
lar needs are understood to exist. 


Pupil population studies made available to the Committee by the School 
Department disclose present overcrowding at Noonan and elsewhere through- 
out the older elementary schools in Winchester. They present clearly an 
urgent need for enlarged elementary facilities in all school districts of the 
Town to meet the expected continuing increase in numbers of pupils. The 
Committee has not questioned these statistics or their implication for the 
Town as a whole, or with respect to the needs of public school children in 
the Noonan district. 


The School Department further provided the Committee with a statement 
of educational specifications for an enlarged Noonan School. The Committee 
at first was willing to accept these specifications as reasonably calculated to 
improve the plight of Noonan, especially in view of the clear inadequacy of 
existing conditions. The Committee believed it was entitled to accept these 
specifications as representing the ultimate requirements and desires of the 
administrators of our school system. 


Accordingly by July 2, 1963, the Committee had selected Bastille Halsey 
Associates, of Boston, as the architect for preliminary design work and to 
obtain rough cost estimates, looking toward a Special Town Meeting, hope- 
fully to be held in early October, at which approval and financing of the 
project would be considered. These architect's services were to be com- 
pensated at standard professional rates, within a maximum limit of $1,700. 
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On July 24, 1963, the Committee reviewed drawings representing six alterna- 
tive design solutions, one of which the Committee favored unanimously. 

These provided for six additional classrooms, a further special classroom, 
and substantial renovation within the existing building to provide better class- 
room space utilization, conference, health, and teacher's rooms, a principal's 
office, and other supporting necessities, estimated to cost $200 - 250,000 and 
hardly likely to be completed by September, 1964. Beyond this point the 
architect could not reasonably proceed without decision by the School Building 
Assistance Commission as to its approval and special requirements, if 
financial aid were to be obtained from this State agency. 


On August 15, 1963, the first date obtainable, the Committee met with 
SBAC hoping to obtain its favorable endorsement of the project, expected to 
lead to ultimate financial assistance of some $65,000 or more. By pre- 
arrangement, the Committee expected that the justification for the addition as 
specified to the Committee would be presented to SBAC by the School Depart- 
ment. However, based on information exchanged at that meeting and based on 
subsequent inspection of Noonan and other parts of Winchester, SBAC notified 
the Committee on September 12, 1963, that it did not favor the addition, and 
recommended strongly that the Town obtain a general survey of all its educa- 
tional facilities requirements by a qualified educational consultant. Accord- 
ingly, the temporary suspension of the architect's work was continued. 


The SBAC recommendation came at a time when need for an educational 
requirements survey had become apparent in connection with secondary 
school matters assigned to the Committee (see Secondary Schools, below). 
As a result of joint action of this Committee and the School Committee on 
September 16, 1963, Dr. John Marshall of Belmont was hired to perform a 
general educational requirements survey for all levels of Winchester public 
schools, with particular direction to consider and report concerning Noonan 
as a matter of urgent priority. 


On November 18, 1963, Dr. Marshall presented his initial interim re- 
port to the School and Building Committees. This dealt with the Noonan 
proposal. Dr. Marshall found that an addition at Noonan would fail to meet 
three-quarters of some ten major criteria by which he judged the feasibility 
of the proposal. With virtual finality he recommended against the addition, 
although his survey work was not then sufficiently advanced to permit him to 
state his ultimate alternative recommendations. 


In these circumstances the Committee has believed it necessary, and has 
voted, not to proceed further at Noonan until a clearer basis for its justifica- 
tion is found. (A copy of this vote is attached hereto as part of this Report.) 


Inspections of Noonan made the Committee pointedly aware of conditions 
in the existing plant which deserve attention even independently of any addi- 
tion. For example, modernized electric lighting, toilets, and water bubblers, 
and bright painting, would improve basic comfort and provide more cheerful 
surroundings. Such matters, where not related to new construction, seem 
not to be within the present authority of the Committee; but the members 
think they must be mentioned here. The Marshall survey will probably con- 
template continued use of Noonan, even without an addition as such. Assum- 
ing this, improvements of the kinds mentioned should be provided and | 
appropriations made for them in the School Department budget, and the 
Committee so recommends. 
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Secondary Schools 


Article 32 of the 1963 Annual Town Meeting directed the Committee to 
consider the situation of the Secondary Schools, study and consider plans for 
alterations, expansion, rearrangement of present facilities, to consider other 
locations, and to employ architectural and other professional services. The 
Committee is also directed to consider additions to any present school build- 
ings or construction of other buildings. For these purposes and for Commit- 
tee expenses, $2,500 was appropriated. The Committee is to report its find- 
ings and recommendations, with cost estimates, to a subsequent Town 
Meeting. 


No Report has been prepared and filed under Article 32. Currently none 
should be expected for several months. 


Committee activity under Article 32, until September, 1963, was entirely 
carried on by the five-member temporary Subcommittee appointed under this 
Article, as the permanent members were engaged in problems relating to the 
Noonan School. In that period the Subcommittee inspected existing buildings 
and facilities, conferred with officers of the School Department and others, 
and gathered and studied available data relating to pupil population and 
trends. After these studies the Subcommittee concluded that it could not 
forecast ultimate enrollment in grades ten through twelve (the present Senior 
High School grades) but that the enrollment of 1,400 pupils in these grades 
could be expected in the next ten years and that facilities should be now 
planned to provide an adequate educational capacity for this number. 


The Subcommittee further concluded that expert assistance, not 
normally available within the Town, should be obtained as a basis for deter- 
mining the location, size and nature of the additional facilities required, this 
determination involving decisions as to whether a new separate facility should 
be built (and if so, where), whether present facilities should be added to (and 
if so, how) and whether present uses of present facilities should be changed. 
Engaging such expert assistance is authorized by Article 32 with respect to 
Secondary Schools, within the limits of the appropriated funds. 


Having informed itself concerning experts in the field of educational con- 
sulting and after conducting initial interviews, the Subcommittee recom- 
mended to the full Committee that Dr. John Marshall, of Belmont, be retained 
to perform an educational requirements survey, and reported the cost of such 
a survey to be $3,500 if confined to Secondary School requirements, or $4,500 
if extended to Elementary Schools as well. 


The experts interviewed by the Subcommittee were again interviewed on 
September 16, 1963, by a joint meeting of the Building and School Committees. 
Both Committees accepted the desirability of a general survey of the public 
schools at all levels and selected Dr. Marshall to perform the survey at a 
total cost tothe Town of $4,500, $2,000 of which would be borne by the Build- 
ing Committee, and the balance by the School Committee, since the survey is 
to cover more than Secondary schools; interim reports to be rendered 
monthly and the final report to be presented not later than April 1, 1964, with 
feasibility of an addition at the Noonan School to be given prompt attention. 


Of the survey cost, SBAC has notified the Committee that it will reim- 


burse the Town to the maximum extent in such cases, namely $2,000 in this 
instance. 
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The consultant is to project public school enrollments for at least seven 
years ahead and, if possible, to ultimate expectable public school enrollments 
in all grades. He is to analyze existing school plants with respect to capa- 
city and educational adequacy. He will study generally all conditions of the 
Town, data as to other municipal needs and probable future growths, avail- 
able school sites; and will consider economic basis and other relevant fac- 
tors. His final report is to include (a) all data necessary for public under- 
standing; (b) consideration of trends in curriculum development and school 
plant planning; (c) consideration of the fiscal potential of the Town; and (d) 
full conclusions and recommendations, with reasons therefor, as to future 
enrollments, grade organization, facilities needed and the extent to which ex- 
isting plant can be adapted, order of priority in changing facilities and cost 
estimates, and the compatibility of the Noonan proposal (see preceding sec- 
tion of this Report). The consultant is also to render other services to 
assist the School and Building Committees and the citizens of the Town to 
understand our problems and his recommendations. 


Dr. Marshall's qualifications are impressive, and his experience and 
reputation in the field are recommended to us as foremost and as extending 
well beyond Massachusetts. The Building Committee thinks his services, 
more comprehensive than any previously engaged in connection with Win- 
chester public schools, will be most helpful to the Town. They should furnish 
a broad, viable plan for Town expenditures for close to a decade in an area 
of primary fiscal importance. Beyond that is the consideration that the good 
quality of our schools has important bearing on community well-being in so 
many other respects. 


\ 


General 


This Committee is new. Therefore, its approach to the matters assigned 
to it may be of particular importance for the precedents so established. The 
Committee thinks it is supposed to provide more than a continuity of experi- 
ence in the routine steps of obtaining design, financing and construction of 
public buildings. The Committee has endeavored to discharge its responsi- 
bilities carefully. This will be an appropriate time for the Town to consider 
further how this Committee might best serve the Town, and to provide such 
further specifications of Committee responsibilities as may seem appropriate.

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Whereas Article 30 of the 1963 Annual Town Meeting instructed the 
Permanent Building Committee to study ways and means of providing for en- 
larged facilities for the William J. Noonan Elementary School and to report 
thereon to a subsequent Town Meeting; 


Whereas the Committee is informed by the Superintendent of Schools 
that such addition may not be feasible; has received the recommendation of 
the School Building Assistance Commission that such addition be deferred 
until a general educational requirements survey of the Town has been made; 
and Dr. John E. Marshall, educational consultant now preparing such a sur- 
vey, has recommended against such addition as not expected to be compatible 
with an integrated plan for development of public school facilities and as not 
feasible in light of the results to be achieved; 


Whereas the Committee cannot now determine a proper course of posi- 
tive action, is informed that reasonable temporary measures are possible to 
relieve overcrowded conditions at said Noonan School, and a basis for posi- 
tive action is promised to be made available by April 1, 1964; 


Now, therefore, upon motion duly made and seconded, it is 


VOTED: That the Permanent Building Committee report to the 1964 
Annual Town Meeting its belief that no addition at William J. Noonan Elemen- 
tary School is advisable at this time and requesting that the Committee be 
discharged from further responsibility under Article 30 of the 1963 Annual 
Town Meeting; and recommending that the Committee be further instructed 
by the Town as to its further duties.

Gentlemen: 


The Recreation Committee has completed the first year of an experiment 
to provide a gathering place for high school age youth in Winchester utilizing 
existing facilities. It is the committee's view that this first year was highly 
successful and should be continued. If it proves as successful in its second 
year of existence, we wish to make it a permanent part of the town's recrea- 
tion program. 


Results have been hampered by location problems due to other functions 
being scheduled prior to our requests for space inthe high school and/or 
functions having priority over our programs. This can be overcome by ad- 
vance scheduling of facilities and awareness of other traditional functions in 
Winchester. The Director should have access to a master schedule of events 
in the town, but after much searching, it is a fact that no such list exists. We 
do not have the services of anyone able to spend the time to search out this 
information and assemble it in one place. If the program should develop in 
future years, such a schedule would be essential for those who wish to plan 
recreation events. There is an informal book kept in the Library for the pur- 
pose but it is only as complete as those sponsoring groups make effort to 
keep it up to date. It is unfortunate that more people aren't aware of this and 
make use of it.

TOWN OF WINCHESTER 


Attendance at last year's functions were encouraging. Although statis- 
tics are dull, it is significant that an average attendance for the 1962-63 
school season was 173 in twenty-eight evenings, with a total membership of 
nearly 700. This attendance was made up of 68 sophomores, 57 juniors and 
48 seniors. During the year, attendance fluctuated from a low of 72 to a high 
of 297. Generally, low attendance evenings correlated well with balmy even- 
ings or a high school function such as the Varsity Club Dance or a hockey 
game at a nearby town. 


Comparatively, the evenings showing highest attendance were those when 
nothing else was scheduled in Town and the weather was cold and miserable. 
These correlations were so constant that one could predict quite accurately 
the size of the group a few hours before the facility opened. The average 
attendance this Fall through and including December 17, 1963, was 233 per 
evening. 


The Committee provides space, through the cooperation of the School 
Committee and Administration, in school buildings. They provide ping pong, 
a few basketballs, card tables, background music, a volley ball, checkers, 
chess, cards, etc. The young people enter and leave and select that which 
they wish to participate in at their own discretion. There is no effort to or- 
ganize their recreation and we believe this is significant in the success of 
the program, 


The Recreation Committee, as well as the youth who participate in and 
enjoy this program, wish to express their gratitude to the En Ka Society for 
their gift of an amplification system and record player which provides back- 
ground music at the Recreation Club. 


This is an interim report. A more complete report will be presented at 
the Town Meeting in March, 1964, It is, however, felt that continuity is im- 
portant and thus some record of the Committee's actions be recorded for 
future reference.

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REPORT OF THE WINCHESTER DEVELOPMENT 
AND INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION 


The principal interest of our commission is the Beggs and Cobb 
property at Swanton and Main Streets. 


We have made numerous contacts with brokers, prospects, and others 
in an effort to dispose of the property and have it developed so that it will be 
a credit to the town. We have had no buyers for the 12 acres as a unit, so 
this year with the generous cooperation of a local architect, Arthur Rand, we 
have had the property divided into a number of smaller units and the plan re- 
lating to the sub-division is on file in the Town Engineer's Office. Mr. Howard 
Ambrose, assistant Town Engineer, will be pleased to show the plan to inter- 
ested prospects. | 


The asking price of the property is $300,000.00. 
The entire area is zoned for light industry. 


We have had ready, willing, and able buyers for the property for 
apartment house development, but the zoning by-law prohibits apartment 
house construction at this location. 


A Boston broker, Henderson & Ross, Inc., has had a''For Sale" sign 
on the property for a number of years and this broker made a concentrated 
effort to sell it. 


The town authorized and appropriated for the Development and 
Industrial Commission the sum of $1,000.00, and since its beginning, the 
committee has expended $68.85 and has a balance on hand of $931.15 and no 
bills are outstanding. 


The Commission is on a stand-by basis to assist prospects and 
others interested in the property. 


We wish to thank Mrs. Marion Beranger, of the Selectmen's Office 
for her valuable assistance.

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION STUDY COMMITTEE 


The Conservation Study Committee was established by vote of the 
1963 Annual Town Meeting to study the Town of Winchester with particular 
reference to the establishment of a permanent Conservation Commission. 
The Committee has met regularly. It has read the publication of the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, and has listened to the comments of a Planning 
Consultant and the Assistant Commissioner of that department. In addition, 
the thoughts of our members from the Planning Board, and the Park Depart- 
ment, and the Town Forest Committee have been considered. We unanimous- 
ly agree that the town should establish a Conservation Commission, as have 
more than two hundred other communities in the Commonwealth. 


Basic to the operation of a sound conservation program is the in- 
telligent planning and use of all lands and natural resources within the Town, 
as well as the cooperative planning with neighboring towns as to the best use 
to which border lands might be put. The Planning Board, which is complet- 
ing a survey of the town: its soils, hills, rocky areas, swamps, lakes, rivers 
and brooks, has the responsibility for much of this planning. A Conservation 
Commission would supplement the work of the Planning Board by preparing 
for the Town recommendations for the acquisition of public lands and the 
planning and designing of suitable public out-door facilities. It would expect 
to work closely with all existing town boards and committees. 


The need for conservation, community, state, and national, cannot be 
overestimated. The destruction of watersheds and the careless use of water 
has lowered the ground water level in Massachusetts fourteen feet in sixteen 
years. We may be unable to bring it back, but we can prevent further loss of 
this most valuable resource by more intelligent use of all land. Halting fur- 
ther encroachment on natural watersheds may save our lakes and ponds, The 
naturally wooded lands of twenty years hence must be saved now. Conserva- 
tion is an immediate problem. 


It could be argued that such a commission is unnecessary, as there 
are boards and committees already in town that could do its work. They 
could. But their work is directed primarily in other areas, as their names 
imply. They do not .have the time to do this important work in addition to 
their assigned tasks. Nor is the liaison that is required to do the work well 
in existence. A Conservation Commission would have, in addition to its 
responsibility for the public lands program, the function of furthering con- 
servation in all its aspects, with the overall good of the town as its goal. 


The Commission, if the town votes to have one, would have limited 
power. It would be able to recommend to the Town Meeting the purchase of 
lands, but it would not be able to take lands which the owner did not wish to 
sell. It would be able to accept gifts of money or land for conservation pur- 
poses, but it could spend only that money given or appropriated to it. 


Projects undertaken by the Commission, if approved, would entitle 
the town to receive fifty percent of the cost from the state, after completion. 
In other communities, over forty projects have been approved so far, among 
which are resource inventories, soil studies, shade tree programs, town 
beautification, and acquisition of natural areas. 


That conservation is considered important is shown by the number of 


communities actively engaged in such programs. This year six more towns 
will have articles before their town meetings to establish Conservation 
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Commissions. In Winchester, there are many prominent people who have 
shown an active interest in this area, and who would give time and possibly 
material help to intelligent Conservation. Concord, quite comparable to 
Winchester in many ways, believes so strongly that, in addition to the com- 
mission, there is a Concord Land Conservation Trust to which public spirited 
citizens may contribute in ways not formally part of the commission's work. 
Money donated to the Trust may be used to purchase lands for the town for 
conservation purposes whenever it becomes available. 


We believe that the Commission should have seven members who would 
serve for three years. To preserve continuity, terms should be staggered. 
To have the advantage of the knowledge of other boards and committees, we 
believe that, originally, the Commission should contain one member from the 
Park Department, one from the Planning Board, and one from this committee. 


We also recommend that a modest appropriation be made the Commis- 
sion to enable it to acquire the necessary maps and to meet other organiza- 
tional expenses. 


The town is very fortunate that we have not irrevokably lost more of our 
natural resources than we have. For that it can thank the public spirited 
people who have served the town in years past. That guarantees nothing for 
the future, however. Coordinated planning is the only method by which we 
can be sure that the limited resources within our borders are used for the 
maximum benefit of all. Now is the time to plan what we want the town to be 
in future years, and to take action in that direction. If, with the guidance of 
a good Conservation Commission, we plan and act wisely, future generations 
who live in Winchester will be in the debt of this one who left them such a 
fine town in which to make their home.

REPORT OF THE PERSONNEL BOARD 


LOD eCtives 


Within the opening paragraphs of the Personnel Policy Guide as adopted 
by a vote of the Town Meeting Members at the Annual Representative Town 
Meeting in 1962, the general objectives and responsibilities of the Personnel 
Board are defined as follows: 


a, ''That a.permanent Personnel Board be established to act as a 
central authority for personnel problems, wage and salary adjust- 
ments, and job classifications, and also to provide for continued 
study and investigation of these matters.'' 


*b, ''This Personnel Board shall consist of five (5) members to be 
appointed by the Moderator, of whom two (2) members shall be 
appointed for a three-year term, two for a two-year term and 
one for a one-year term, and thereafter each member shall be 
appointed for a three-year term. In the event of a vacancy, the 
Moderator shall appoint a new member to serve the unexpired 
term. At least one member shall be a former member of the 
Finance Committee and one member a town employee. ' 


* Paragraph (b) was adopted in 1957. 


2. Recommendations to the Annual Town Meeting in March 1963 


Conforming to customary practice, the Personnel Board submitted to the 
Town Meeting members the following summary of its recommendations: 


a. Job Reclassifications and Recommendations for individual increases 
an anges inthe standar ates of Salary . 
These recommendations, some of which involved no additional cost to 
the Town, were the result of Personnel Board studies and/or dis- 
‘cussion and review of various requests by Department Heads. The 
estimated cost was approximately $4,275 for the balance of the year 
($5,700 annually). 


b. Wage Survey and Recommendations for a 3% General Increase 
Details submitted with the report brought out the reasons and justifi- 


cation of this recommendation. The estimated cost was approximate- 
ly $36,000 for the balance of 1963 ($48,000 annually) 
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c. Recommendations on Fringe Benefits 
During the year several surveys and comparisons were made with 
industries and the 15 Community Towns, especially in the area of 
Fringe Benefits which indicated Winchester compares favorably. 


3. The Evaluation of New Positions 


By memorandum of May 20, 1963, to Town Boards, Town Committees 
and Department Heads, the Personnel Board earnestly urged conformance to 
Hiring and Classification procedures as outlined in the Policy Guide and 
adopted by Town Meeting Vote which reads: 


‘All new employees should be classified and paid in accordance 
with the current Standard Rates of Salary and should be paid the 
minimum of the rate range of the job into which they have been 
classified." 

Upon recommendation of the Department Head and/or Super- 
visory Board, a hiring rate above the minimum rate range may 
be paid. Such recommendations should be supported by evi- 
dence in writing of the special reasons or exceptional circum- 
stances and such notification will be sent to the Personnel Board."' 


When this practice is followed, it prevents rates from becoming out of 
balance as between employees of similar experience on similar jobs in 
various Town Departments. Also, it will prevent inequities which in turn 
affect morale. 


4. Individual Studies of Requests from Town Boards, Department Heads and 


Petitions from Town Employees 


During the cotrse of the year, the Personnel Board has reviewed more 
than 20 instances involving new job descriptions, sick leave and reclassifica- 
tion. While such reviews are in order and proper to request at various 
times, it should be cautioned that the tendency at the department level to rate 
an individual rather than the job requirements, especially in the clerical and 
hourly rate categories, should be discouraged and discontinued. 


The Personnel Board continued to maintain a close affiliation with the 
Massachusetts Municipal Personnel Boards Association whose salary sur- 
-veys and wage classification are a helpful and authoritative source of infor- 
mation, This, together with a review of job descriptions and group analysis, 
in point evaluation, serve to enable the Board to make consistent and im- 
partial appraisals without being influenced by personal considerations. 


5. Resignation 


Dexter Blenkhorn, a newly appointed member to the Personnel Board in 
1963, found it necessary to resign in November. A new appointee is expected 
to fill this vacancy in the near future. 


6. Organization Charts of Departments 


Requests have been forwarded to Town Boards and Department Heads to 
submit complete organization charts of the departments under their juris- 
diction. These charts will prove helpful in reviewing the various classifica- 
tions of employees in specific assignments and copies will be made available 
to interested Town Boards and officials. 
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7. Activities in Progress 


The Personnel Board is now endeavoring to obtain an Administrative 
Secretary on a part-time basis to be available at the start of the calendar 
year, 1964. The Board is also reviewing salary classifications of several 
departmental positions and will present its opinions concerning these mat- 
ters to the Town Meeting members at the appropriate Annual Meeting. 


8. Resolution of Sympathy 


The Board records its sorrow and sympathy on the passing of its 
Executive Secretary, Albert S. Crockett, who for many years gave unself- 
ishly of his time and energy to bring a Personnel Board to Winchester and to 
further its importance in Town affairs. 


9, Members of the Personnel Board wish to express their appreciation for 
the cooperation rendered by other Boards and by Department Heads in 
matters affecting personnel policy.

The normal function of the Public Works Council was this year further 
implemented by the instructions of the 1963 Town Meeting wherein it was 
voted ''That the report of the Public Works Committee, its recommendations, 
and the entire subject matter of Article 42 be referred to the Public Works 
Council for its study and for any recommendations it may make." 


In April, the Public Works Council revised its previous commitments 
and outlined its work for the year as charged by the Town Meeting. The 
operating department heads, the Town Controller and the Finance Sub- 
Committee Chairman, studied present maintenance costs, general require- 
ments for a central motor pool, and maintenance facilities. Based on pres- 
ent costs of maintenance, consisting of work done within departments and 
outside expenditures, and the estimated cost of building new facilities, the 
Council unanimously voted at its November 7th meeting that, ''The Town 
would realize no saving by the establishment of such a maintenance facility 
and no further investigation should be made." 


Throughout the year the Council continued to expand mutual depart- 
mental areas of cooperation, evaluation of new capital equipment purchases 
and operating policies consistent with budgetary limitations in best serving 
the interests of the Town. 


All members of the Council regard 1963 as a particularly constructive 
and beneficial year.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 61, of the Gen- 
eral Laws, I herewith submit my report of the financial transactions of the 
Town of Winchester for the year ending December 31, 1963, together with 
miscellaneous tables and statistics. 


Ordinary Operations 


The ordinary revenues of the town exceeded the total expenditures for 
ordinary operations by $43,061.58. Revenue appropriation balances reverted 
were $84,244.74, assessments made after the fixing of the tax rate $2,653.76, 
adjustment for a transfer from the Reserve Fund for Water operations 
$1,820.04 and receipts less than estimates $45,656.96. 


On December 31, the general surplus revenue account had a balance of 
$563,440.08, of which $481,418.66 was available for expenditure. The amount 
available is $139,960.73 less than was available a year ago. 


Water Operations 


Water Department revenues exceeded expenditures by $72,803.15. Ap- 
propriation balances reverted amounted to $5,577.00, receipts in excess of 
estimates were $69,046.19 and an adjustment for a transfer from the Re- 
serve Fund for Water operations was $1,820.04. 


Debt Operations 


The funded debt of the town decreased by $155,000.00 during the year. A 
water construction loan of $140,000.00 was offset by payments on existing 
debt of $295,000.00. The reduction of the debt and increased valuations pro- 
duced an increase in the available borrowing capacity which, as of December 
31, 1963, stood at $1,452,643.00. 


Post Audit of Departments 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 53, of the 
General Laws and Chapter 57 of the Acts of 1963, the accounts of the various 
town officers and boards entrusted with the receipt, custody, or expenditure 
of money have been examined and appropriate action and/or reports made in 
each instance. 


Examination of Trust Funds 
In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 53, of the Gen- 
eral Laws, the accounts of the Commissioners of Trust Funds and the Town 
Treasurer have been examined. The securities held by these trustees have 
been examined and found in proper order. The cash balances of the trustees 
have been verified.
